Officer Baldwin was taking the 
negro to Eighteenth and Walnut to 
have him Identified. At Nineteenth 
nd Eddy streets Wallace wrested 
the revolver from the policeman and 
shot him through the heart. With 
the smoking revolver In his hand the 
desperate negro ran through the 
alley toward Eighteenth street. 
Patrolmen Sullivan and O'Keefe. 
who had been waiting for Baldwin 
and his prisoner, heard the shots and 
ran toward the alley. They came 
face to face with the negro, who 
immediately began firing at Sullivan. 
The officer returned the fire and a 
bullet through the temple caused the 
negro to fall dead. The funeral of 
Officer Baldwin took place from St. 
Louis Bertrand church on Sunday 
afternoon and was largely attended. 
A detail of police acted as pall-bear- 
era and as an escort to the grave. 

The deceased was born In Ireland 
forty-nine years ago. but came to 
Louisville when quite a young man. 
He was regarded as a brave and 
fearless officer. He resided at 734 
Oldham strew and is survived by hln 
wire and the following children: 

Mary and 
Regina Baldwin, and a sister, Mrs.

At this writing there appears 
little hope for the projected alliance 
between this country and England. 
It la almost certain that the arbitra- 
tion treaty, which would leave the 
I'nlted States Senate shorn of its 
greatest power, will not be acted on 
before the adjournment or Congreas, 
and also there Is a wideapread be- 
lief that the next session will cut 
i the measure to pieces. There is al- 
most universal opposition to the 
International Commission, and as 
the whole framework Is built on that 
Its elimination would wreck the 
whole structure. 

Tuesdav the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations presented a re- 
port to the Senate declaring the 
pending conventions with Great 
Britain and France, similar to the 
one proposed with Germany, would 
likely provoke war rather than peace 
If consummated In their present 
form. The report was a vigorous de- 
rentte or the committee's course In 
recommending the elimination or the 
paragraph In the treaties conferring 
especial powers upon the joint high 
commission created by the conven- 
tion. Tbe attack u|>on the treaties 
centered on the question of the 
Senate, as part of the treaty-making 
machinery of the United States, glv- 
ilng Its consent to the Investiture of 
I the Joint committee with authority 
to determine, without consulting the 
Senate, whether or not a matter of 
[dispute Is justiceable and subject to 
arbitration. 

| The report was presented by 
j Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, 
and the minority of the committee 
.was granted a week in which to pre- 
laent its views In aunport of the 
trail. -s as negotiated. Declaring the 
unselfish attitude or the Senate and 
contending that it was the duty of 
that body under the Constitution to 
defend Its own prerogatives, the 
committee report aald: 

"The Inclusion of the Senate aa a 
part or the treaty-making power was 
provided upon mature consideration 
in the Constitution and was deemed 
to be adapted to our system or gov- 
ernment. It has. on the whole, 
proved or the higheat usefulness for 
the prevention of hasty and Ill-con- 
sidered agreements with other 
powers and ror the preservation or 
the Interests of all and every part of 
the Americ,. iteople. So long as 
that duty rests upon us we must 
continue to iierform it with courage 
and rirmness and without evasion 
or abdication. 

I "There are certain queations at 
the preaent stage or human develop- 
ment," the report concluded, "which 
If thus forced forward for arbitration 
would be rejected by the country af- 
fected without regard whether, In 
so doing, tbey broke the general 
arbitration treaty or not. In the 
opinion of the committee. It should 
not be possible, uuder tbe terms of 
any treaty, for aurb a deplorable 
situation to arise. Nothing ought to 
be promised that we are not abso- 
lutely certain we can carry out to 
the letter. • 

"If the third clauao of Article 3 
remalna In tbe treaty, It Is quite pos- 
sible that the unhappy situation just 
described might ariae and the treaty 
would theu become, not what wo 
fondly hope It will be. a noble In- 
strument of peace, hut an Ill- 
omened breeder of bltterneaa and 
war. For that reason as well aa on 
constitutional grounds, and in the 
best Interests of peace and arbitra- 
tion Itaelf tbe committee recom- 
mends that tbla clause be stricken 
from the treaty."

GOOD LADY'S GIFT. 



The Democrats of Kentucky met 
In State convention In this city Tues- 
day and adopted the pldttfonn on 
which they will make their campaign 
this fall. The attendance exceeded 
all expectatlona, every county ln the 
State being fully represented. 
Promptly at 12:30 o'clock the open- 
ing session was called to order In 
Masonic Theater by Henry Prewltt, 
Chairman of the State Executive 
Committee. Hon. John S. Rhea was 
the unanimous choice for Temporary 
Chairman, and after hla addresa and 
the appointment of committees an 
adjournment was taken until 3 
o'clock. 

Upon reassembling the eleven dis- 
tricts announced their selections for 
the various committees and the tem- 
porary organization was made per- 
manent. Objection was made to the 
action of the Credentlala Committee 
seating the delegation headed by ex- 
Gov. Beckham. This for a time 
caused intense excitement and some 
rapid-fire exchanges of compliments, 
but the convention finally seated 
both delegations, thus reducing the 
vote of the Beckhamites to one-half 
each. The other committees not be- 
ing ready to report calls were made 
for the various nominees, who re- 
sponded with telling speeches and 
predictions that the Democratic 
ticket would be elected by 30.000 
majority. After all had been heard 
an adjournment was taken. 

When the convention was called to 
order at 8 o'clock every available 
foot of space was occupied, the floor, 
boxes and gallerlea all being 
thronged. Gov. Beckham read the 
majority report of the Resolutions 
Committee, which favored extension 
of the county unit, the only plank 
that gave rise to any feeling during 
the convention. When Henry Watter- 
son rose to present the minority sub- 
stitute, calling for local option and a 
rigid enforcement of the laws, he 
was given ci ovation and cheer that 
brought the vast assemblage to Its 
feet. In a Bhort but forceful Bpeech 
Mr. Watteraon gave the reasons why 
the substitute waa offered. Gov. 
Beckham spoke for the majority, 
after which the vote was taken. The 
result was ln doubt until the last 
countlea were called, when the vote 
showed 667 agalnat 514, and thus the 
convention declared for the extension 
of the county unit. 

The platform touches upon na- 
tional questions and Indorses the rec- 
ord of Kentucky's Democratic mem- 
bera of Congress. Upon State laaues 
the platform declares Kentucky Is a 
Democratic State and denounces the 
Republican administration for Ita 
extravagances. The other planks 
favor a direct primary eelctlon law, 
an explicit and effective corrupt 
practice act. making the school sys- 
tem more efficient and practical, re- 
moving the Prlaon Commissioners 
of her f rom politics, a uniform system of 
public accounting, road i and bridge j 
building, religious and civil liberty, 
nomination and election of United 
Statea Senatora by direct vote of the 
people, and the enactment of lawa 
that will protect from accident 
laborers engaged in hazardous em- 
ployments. Other subjecta are given 
attention, and upon the whole the 
platform Is one that merlta the sup- 
port of every voter who haa Ken- 
tucky's intereat at heart.
